Shipped complete, mortised for hardware and prepared 
to receive locks. Your choice of any one of three 
hinges and any one of five locks. No templates neces- 
sary. No need to purchase hardware locally unless you 
so desire. 


Sixteen gauge steel frames, shipped either knocked 
down in standard sizes or assembled and welded. 
Depths to fit 4”, 6” and 8” plastered walls. 


Simple in construction. High in quality of material and 
workmanship. These doors are neat in appearance and 
combine economy, safety and durability.

FIRESHIELD DOOR CONSTRUCTION 


Fenestra Fireshield Doors are designed in four standard 
types as shown above. 


Each of these four types may be had in any combination 
of the following widths and heights:

This provides nine different door sizes for each of the 
four types or 36 varieties from which selection may be 
made. 


In addition to these, a single door 3’ 9” x 7’ 0” and a 
double door 7’ 6” x 7’ 0” will be available in all four 
types. However, these 3’ 9” and 7’ 6” widths cannot be 
combined with 6’ 6” or 6’ 9” heights. 


Mitered and Continuously Welded 
Corners. Stiles Mortised and Re- 
inforced for Hinges and Locks 


All stiles and rails are of 16-gauge steel, formed and 
welded into tubes. The bottom rail is 614” x 134”. All 
other stiles and rails are 414” x 134”. The corners are 
mitered and continuously welded and then ground to 
a smooth, uniform finish. 


Panels in Type No. 1 are 16-gauge, patent leveled steel.

All others are 18-gauge steel. All panels are spot welded 
to the stiles and rails. In lock rail types containing more 
than one glass light, the muntins are interlocked at the 
point of intersection and the ends are neatly membered 
and welded into the stiles and rails. 





All door leaves have a beveled edge on the lock stile 
and are accurately mortised and reinforced as necessary 
to receive hinges, locks and door checks. 


Ample Clearances. Lock, Hinges, 
Knobs and Escutcheons Ready to 
Attach 


Clearances of 14” are maintained at all heads and 
jambs; 14” at meeting rail of double doors and 5%” at 
all sills, allowing for the use of a 14” threshold (not 
furnished under D. S. P. contract). 


Unless otherwise specified, standard door leaves will be 
shipped mortised for standard Fireshield hinges and 
lock. The lock, hinges, knobs and escutcheons will be 
ready to attach, thus obviating the inconvenience of 
purchasing hardware locally. 


leaves will be mortised from templates supplied by the 
purchaser and hardware selected locally may be applied 
in the field. (Template hardware must be used, and 
all hinges must be 414”.) 























Where doors| are used with a structural frame, the 
leaf is mortised to extra depth to accommodate full 
mortise hinges without mortising the frame. (Specify 
on the order wherever structural frames are used.)

Locks 


Five types of standard stock locks are available, all 
having 2” wrought bronze knobs on both sides, bronze 
bolts, and solid bronze, U. S. Standard fronts and 
strikes. Fronts are 114” x 8” x 34”, beveled 14” in 2”. 
Strikes are 114” x 534” x 8,”. Escutcheons are 214” x 8”. 


All locks are of the mortise type with 214" back set as 
standard (214” from lock face to center line of knob). 
Where doors are machined for other than D. S. P. 
standard locks, we prefer a 214” back set but- can 
machine for 234” back set provided the horizontal 
dimension of the lock case does not exceed 4”. 


All D. S. P. standard locks except Part 1485 meet the 
code requirements, permitting exit at all times without 
key. 


Hinges 


Four and one-half inch, full mortise, ball tip, template 
hinges three to each leaf, are supplied. Steel hinges, 
plated, are supplied in either plain or ball-bearing types 
—hbronze hinges in ball-bearing type only. 


Sixteen Gauge Steel Door Frames 
for 4”, 6” or 8” Walls, Individually 
Marked 





Door frames are 16-gauge steel, formed into channels 
with integral rebates and stops. Frames measure 2” on 
one face and 25%” on the other, and are designed in 
three standard depths: 514”, for use on a 4” plastered 
wall; 714”, for use on a 6” plastered wall; and 10”, for 
use on an 8” plastered wall. 


Frame jambs are designed to extend 1” below the 
finished floor line. Sill anchors are supplied and three 
masonry anchors for each jamb. All mortises in frames 
are equipped with protective boxes. A spreader bar also 
is furnished for bolting between the bottom ends of the 
jamb members to insure accuracy in the opening 
dimension. Two spreader bars are supplied on double 
frames. 


Frames are shipped, either knocked down or assembled 
and welded. Each frame is marked for the door leaf it is 
intended to surround, and is reinforced for door check. 


Grey Protective Paint Forms Ideal 
Base for Any Interior or Exterior 
Finish 


Doors and frames are given one coat of grey protective 
paint at the factory before shipment. This coat 
forms a suitable base for any finish coat desired in 
harmony with the exterior or interior of the building. 


All doors where glass is to be used, are arranged for 
glazing from the inside. 


Continuous glazing angles are fitted and attached to 
the muntin bars, stiles and rails. Glass is not supplied 
but 14” plate glass or 14” factory ribbed glass is recom- 
mended. A good grade of steel window putty should be 
used. Wood window putty is not satisfactory. 


FIRESHIELD DOOR HARDWARE 


Always specify Detroit Steel Products Company's part number when ordering. 


All hardware for Fireshield Doors is of solid bronze in 
all finishes with but one exception; i.e., U.S. 18 Bower 
Barff. This finish is on iron or steel. The contact parts 
of the lock, however, are finished in bronze. This is in 
accord with government standard when U.S. 18 is 
specified for lock sets. 


Lock Set. Part No. 1485 


Has a 3-tumbler, bit key lock, bronze latch bolt, dead 
bolt, front and strike. Latch bolt operated from either 
side by knobs. Dead bolt actuated from either side by 
nickel plated steel key. 

Recommended on interior doors in partitions, offices, 
storage spaces, etc., where the extra security of a cylin- 
der lock is not required. 


Lock Set. Part No. 1486 


Contains a simple latch lock having a bronze latch bolt 
operative from both sides by knobs. No key. 


Recommended for interior doors where a latch only is 
desired and a lock is not required. 





Lock Set. Part No. 1487 


The lock is the cylinder type having solid bronze latch 
bolt, dead bolt, front and strike. The cylinder is out- 
side. The thumb turn is inside. Outside knob may be 
set (locked) by stops in lock face. Both bolts operated 
from outside by cylinder key. Thumb turn operates 
dead bolt from inside. Latch bolt always operative by 
inside knob.

Recommended for all doors where security of double 
locking is desired. Particularly desirable for entrances, 
offices and storage spaces. 





Lock Set. Part No. 1488 


The lock is the cylinder type having solid bronze latch 
bolt only, solid bronze front and strike. The cylinder is 
outside. Outside knob may be set (locked) by stops in 
lock face. Cylinder key operates latch bolt at all times. 
Latch bolt always operative by inside knob. 
Recommended for inswing doors only—to offices, stock 
rooms, janitors’ closets, etc., where added security of a 
dead bolt is not required. 





Lock Set. Part No. 1489 

The lock is similar to 1488 with Guard Bolt added. 
Guard bolt, working on closed strike plate, automatic- 
ally locks lower latch bolt and also the stops in the lock 
face. Prevents tampering when door is closed. 
Recommended for outswing doors where dead bolt is 
not required and where latch bolt must be guarded to 
prevent picking. 


Pull Handle and Plate. Part No. 1490 


Wrought bronze plate, 314” x 1414” with cast bronze 
handle. Recommended for stairwells, corridors, toilets, 
etc. Often used with door closers. 


Push Plate. Part No. 1491 


Wrought bronze push plate 314” x 1414”. Recommended 
for use in connection with 1490. 


Flush Bolt. Part No. 1492 
Cast Bronze Flush Bolt. 12” long. 


Used only on the standing (inactive) leaf of double 
doors equipped with lock. 


Surface Shot Bolt. Part No. 1499 
Bronze Surface Bolt 54”x 12” with Cast Bronze guides 
equipped with friction spring. Used only on the face 
of the standing (inactive) leaf of double doors equipped 
with lock. 


Floor Stop with Hook. Part No. 1493 
Cast Bronze Floor Stop with Hook, for Masonry Floor. 


Floor Stop without Hook. Part No. 1494 
Cast Bronze Floor Stop without Hook, for Masonry 
Floor. 





Door Closer. Part No. 1462 


Cast iron liquid door check with helical torsion 
spring, rack and pinion construction. Conforms to U. S. 
Government Specification FFH-121. 


Door Closer Bracket. Part No. 1466 


Use this bracket where closer is to be installed on an 
Open Out, Exterior Door.
